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A LETTER FROM THE TREASURER 
Dear Friends: 


General revenue receipts from July 1 through October 31, the first four 
months of the 1978-79 fiscal year, increased 16.32 percent over receipts for the 
comparable period of the previous fiscal year. 

A total of $448,174,299 in general revenue receipts was recorded in the four- 
month period ending October 31. The amount exceeds by $62,877,872 the total 
collected in the same period last year. 

_ Of the various categories of general revenue receipts, corporate income taxes 
showed an increase of 16.92 percent on receipts totaling $29,713,849. 
__ Individual income tax receipts increased 15.49 percent on collections total- 
ing $154,324,437. 

Sales tax receipts were $222,083,535, representing an increase of 13.00 per- 
cent. 

Receipts from liquor, beer and wine taxes totaled $8,625,445 and were up 
6.04 percent.
